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This is the third Annual Report of the Alberta Racing Comm- 
ission. It provides a review of Thoroughbred and Harness racing and 


the activities of the Commission for the calendar year 1965.

service to the Commission. The Commission continues to feel that 


highly desirable that it be represented at race meetings by personnel 


who possess the highest possible qualifications and who command the 


respect of all those who are concerned with the conduct or running of 


race meetings. The Commission feels that this is absolutely essential 


nn es 
if the quality of racing is to be maintained and improved in the pub lic 
interest. The Commission is pleased to be able to report that Mr. Puett 
has accepted the invitation extended to him to return to Alberta to act 
as Steward representing the Commission at all Thoroughbred race meetings 
which will be held in Calgary, Edmonton and Lethbridge in 1966. 

Mr. Puett had associated with him at all race meetings through- 
out the season, two Stewards representing the Licensees conducting the 
meetings. This practice is in keeping with the Rules of the Commission 
governing Thoroughbred Racing. Together, the three Stewards acted as a 
panel in their supervision of racing and complete harmony and unanimity 
of purpose prevailed throughout the season. 

Dr. J. Gordon Anderson, D.V.M., Calgary, once again acted as 
Veterinarian representing the Commission at all meetings at the three 
major centres. His continued close supervision of all horses registered 
for racing, as well as racing Facilities and personnel and his numerous 
recommendations and suggestions to the Commission for the adoption of 
new rules and practices for the betterment of the horses and their care 
and maintenance proved beneficial and in the public good. 

Mr. Trevor King continued in his capacity as the Commission's 
Security and Licensing Officer. Mr. King displayed a keen devotion to 
duty and his knowledge of the requirements of racing enabled him to see 
that all racing personnel were properly licensed in keeping with the 
requirements of the Commission. In his duties, Mr. King placed part- 
icular. . stress on the conduct and behaviour of all licensed personnel 
and their need to become better acquainted with and to more rigidly 
observe the Rules of the Commission. It is the feeling of theCommi ssi on 
that considerable progress is being made in this important field of en- 


deavor. 


++ STEWARDS! RULINGS 

The Stewards issued thirty-five Rulings against licensed 
personnel for infractions or violations of the Rules of the Commission. 
The infractions or violations included careless riding, entries of 
ineligible or unqualified horses and unsatisfactory conduct. Two of 
the Rulings were for the use of a drug or stimulant which resulted in 
positive tests in violation of the Rules of the Commission. The penalties 
imposed for the infractions or violations of the Rules of the Commission 
were in keeping with established turf procedure and the nature and sev- 
erity of the infractions or violations committed. 

The Commission continues to place strict emphasis on the 
observance of its Rules which prohibit the possession and use of hypo- 
dermic syringes and narcotics and drugs which may affect the performance 
of a horse, other than by qualified Veterinarians who have been Licensed 
by the Commission. As indicated in the previous paragraph, two Rulings 
were made in 1965 for the use of drugs or stimulants which resulted in 
positive tests. In one case, the Stewards suspended a Licensed Trainer, 
denied him the privileges of the grounds of Associations conducting race 
meetings and referred his case to the Commission for whatever action 
it deemed fit or necessary. The Trainer appealed the Stewards! decision 
and the appeal was heard by the Commission in the presence of the Trainer. 
After careful consideration of the clarge, the Commission decided that 
while the Trainer might not have been directly involved in, or re- 
sponsible for the administration of the drug which resulted in the pos- 
itive test, it could not completely ignore or overlook its Rules which 
place responsibility on a Trainer for the condition of horses entered 
by him, regardless of the acts of third parties. Considering the fore- 
going and the previous good record of the Trainer, it was the decision 


of the Commission that his License be suspended for a period of sixty 


days. Thaperiod of the suspension expired and the Trainer was auto- 
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matically returned to good standing. In the second case, the Stewards 
suspended a Licensed Trainer, denied him the privileges of the grounds of 
Associations conducting race meetings and referred his case to the Comm- 
ission for whatever action it deemed fit or necessary. The Trainer 
appealed the Stewards' Ruling and the Commission heard the appeal in the 
presence of the Trainer. The decision of the Commission was that a med -— 
ication containing a drug which resulted in a positive test was admin- 
istered by a Licensed Veterinarian for the treatment of an illness and 
that the Trainer was unaware that the treatment could result ina positive 
test. On the other hand, the Commission felt that it could not completely 
overlook or ignore its Rules which place responsibility on a Trainer for 
the condition of the horses he enters for racing. In view of the ex- 
tenuating circumstances, the Commission allowed the appeal and returned 
the Trainer to good standing on the date the appeal was heard. The result 
was that the Trainer was suspended for a period of twenty calendar days 
which the Commission considered to be a fair and reasonable penalty in 
view of all the circumstances involved. 

The Commission will continue to press with vigour its efforts 
to control and eliminate the possession and use of those drugs or stim- 
ulants which can affect the performance of a horse in a manner detrimental 
to the public interest. It will deal severely with those who violate 
its Rules governing same. In its efforts, the Commission is cons tantl y 
searching out and considering methods and practices to be adopted which 
will result in the more effective control and detection of the possessi on 


and use of such drugs and narcotics. 


5. GENERAL 
The statistical information forming part of this Report as 


Schedule "A" indicates that Thoroughbred racing continues to grow in 


popularity with many citizens of Alberta and that it is prospering 


Gee 
accordingly This is particularly true in Edmonton and Calgary where 
fEhoroughbred racing has been conducted for a great many years and where 
it is firmly established and meets with unquestioned public support. 

The meeting in Lethbridge, which is held immediately following the close 
of the Calgary Fall meeting in early September, does not appear to be 
enjoying similar public acceptance. The Commission is of the opinion 
that this is due to several factors some of which are (a) an inadequate 
number of satisfactory horses, (b) an insufficient number of jockeys, 

(c) unfavourable weather which results in unsatisfactory track conditions 
and public appeal and (d) insufficient population in the city and dis- 
trict and a corresponding lack of knowledge of racing techniques and 
interest in the sport of racing. The Association conducting the meetings 
deserves credit for its dedication and the efforts it puts forth to 
arrange an attraction which will meet with public favour However, it is 
the opinion of the Commission that it will be necessary to overcome some 
of the diffiqailties and shortcomings mentioned above before Thoroughbred 
racing will become firmly established and will achieve the desired degree 
of public support in the city of Lethbridge. The administration of 
Thoroughbred racing in Alberta is in the hands of competent people. 

They possess a keen sense of responsibility to the horsemen and general 
public alike and are constantly seeking and adopting new and improved 
procedures, techniques, facilities, equipment and services to enhance 


the image and public acceptance of the "sport of Kings". 


HARNESS RACING 
6. MEETINGS 
There were four race meetings and fifty-two days of racing 
with pari-mutuel wagering in 1965, compared to four meetings and forty-

7. LICENSES

8. RACE OFFICIALS 

Mr. L. J. Gibb acted as Judge representing the Commission at 
all Harness racing in Alberta in 1965 and Dr. Roy Saito, Leduc, con- 
tinued as Commission Veterinarian. The Commission's Licensing and Security 
requirements were in the hands of Mr. J. C, Hinks of Bezanson, Alta. 

All Officials of the Commission displayed an interest in the 
sport and an enthusiasm for the duties and responsibilities they assumed. 
Harness racing is receiving a greater degree of supervision and regulation 
as it becomes more firmly established and as qualified Officials become 


available and gain experience. 


9. JUDGES' RULINGS 


The Judges issued twenty-seven Rulings involving Licensees 


eae 
for infractions of the Rules of the Commission and the Canadian Trotting 
Association. As in the case of past years, the Rulings mostly involved 
acts by Licensed Owners and/or Drivers which impeded or interfered with 
the progress of other horses in races. In addition, the Rulings included 
such infractions of the Rules as faulty and reckless driving and mis- 
conduct in the stable area. The penalties imposed by the Rulings included 
suspension from racing for varying periods of time, monetary fines and 
a combination of the two. All were in keeping with penalties provided 
by the Rules and the nature and severity of the violations involved. 
It is gratifying and a tribute to those concerned to once again 
be able to report that so far as the Commission is aware there were no 
infractions of the Commission's Rules governing the possession and use 
of drugs and narcotics which might affect the performance of a horse in 


a race during the 1965 harness racing season. 


10. GENERAL 

It is the opinion of the Commission that Harness racing met with 

only mixed acceptance in Alberta in 1965. This is in direct contrast to 

1964 when indications were that it was becoming more firmly established 
and accepted throughout the province. Initially, the Commission viewed 
with concern the total number of racing days and the arrangement of the 
race meetings which were presented to it for consideration and approval 
for 1965. It felt that a meeting of four days! duration in Calgary was 
inadequate to attract sufficient horses of satisfactory calibre to command 
or stimulate sufficient public interest and support to justify the expense 
and effort involved and to achieve minimum results in the public good. 
It is the feeling of the Commission that its initial apprehension was 
warranted. The results achieved were anything but satisfactory from the 


public standpoint and for the reasons indicated above. The two short 


meetings conducted at Red Deer were in the nature of an experiment. 


age 
The Racing and Exhibition Associations put forth a great deal of effort 
and spent considerable money to provide satisfactory meetings for the 
horsemen and the betting public alike. It is the feeling of the Comm- 
ission that results achieved were none too satisfactory. It appears that 
public interest and response will need to be much greater than it was 

in 1965 if harness racing is to become firmly established in Red Deer 

and conducted to the satisfaction of the Associations, this Commission 
and the general public. 

The Commission was concerned about public acceptance of forty- 
two days of Harness racing in Edmonton, conducted in one continuous 
meeting. This eepresented an increase of approximately fifty-percent in 
the number of days of Harness racing and a greatly expanded schedule of 
Thoroughbred and Harness racing to be conducted in the city in 1965 as 
compared to 1964. The Commission eventually approved the expanded sched- 
ule of Harness racing for 1965 only and on the distinct understanding 
that it should not be accepted as a precedent and that future schedules 
would be based on results achieved and what is considered to be in the 
public interest. The results of the meeting were reasonably satisfactory 
to the Association and this Commission. In the absence of criticism of 
any sort, the Commission is of the view that the city of Edmonton is able 
to support extended race meetings and that they are acceptable to and 
receive the support of the general public. For the future and for the 
province of Alberta as a whole, the Commission is of the opinion that 
those wishing to conduct Harness race meetings must give a great deal 
of thought and study to the availability of horses and public acceptance 
of the sport before planning the locations for and the extent of the 


meetings to be conducted. 
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ll. REVENUE & EXPENDITURE 
The Second Annual Report of the Commission provided for a review 
of the activities of the Commission for the calendar year 1964. It con- 
tained a Financial Statement of Revenue and Expenditure which related to 
the fiscal year ending March 31st., 1965. This statement included actual 
Revenue and Expenditure for the first nine months of the fiscal year 
to December 3lst., 1964, and an estimate for the remaining three mmths 
ending March 3lst., 1965. Since that time, the records of the Commission 
have been audited and reviewed by the Provincial Auditor. The following 
is the audited statement of the Revenue and Expenditure of the Commission 


for the fiscal year ending March 3lwt., 1965:

The foregoing surplus Revenue of $1,533.93, added to the surplus of 
$7,464.75 as at April lst., 1964, made a total surplus of $8,998.68 
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as represented by cash in the bank as at March 3lst., 1965. The Comm- 
ission must be prepared at all times to face unforeseen or unpredictable 
events or happenings which can result in costs to the Commission which 
cannot be estimated in advance. The cash surplus of the Commission is 
being retained for such future contingencies or emergencies. 

The financial policy of the Commission continues to be one of 
attempting to achieve a close balance between Revenue and Expenditure 
from year to year. It is the feeling of the Commission that its objective 
was quite well achieved in the fiscal year ending March 3lst., WONG  IWe 
also feels that it will achieve similar results in the fiscal year ending 


March 3lst., 1966, in keeping with the statement of estimated Revenue 


and Expenditure which follows:

The financial policy of the Commission is one whereby the 
largest portion of the Revenue of the Commission must be derived from 
Associations which conduct race meetings, with lesser amounts earned 
from personnel license fees. The Commission has adopted a policy whereby 
it requires an organization whicn conducts a race meeting to pay a 
race meeting assessment or fee which will reimburse the Commission for 
the cost of providing Race Officials for the meeting, plus a pro-rata 
portion of the balance of the cost of maintaining the Commission 
(after deducting Revenue earned from License fees and Fines) based on 
the pari-mutuel wagering handled by the Association conducting the 
race meeting during its previous year's meeting. The Commission con- 
siders this formula to be fair to all concerned. It also feels that 
License or Assessment Fees being paid by race Associations and personnel 
are fair and reasonable and that they should remain reasonably steady 


in the light of current and anticipated conditions. 


12. RACE TRACK SECURITY 
The Commission provides its own Security Officers whose duties 
consist of the Licensing of all personnel directly connected with the 


running of both Thoroughbred and Harness races and supervision of their 
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conduct and observance of the Rules and other requirements of the 
Commission after they have been Licensed. These security measures 
are necessarily limited in scope. The Commission continues to explore 
the possibility of providing a more extensive security service and has 
had discussions with those responsible for the enforcement of the law 
and others in this connection. Very strict and thorough security, 
surveillance and investigation are essential requirements at all race 


tracks on a continuous basis during the racing season, in the public good. 


13. NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF STATE RACING COMMISSIONERS 

The Commission maintained its membership in this organization 
during the year under review. It was represented at the Annual Meeting 
of the Association held in New York, N.Y., in June, 1965, at which time 


many items of importance and interest to Racing Commissions were discussed. 


14. NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF CANADIAN RACE TRACKS 

Membership in this Association comprises most of those involved 
in the actual ownership of race tracks and/or the actual running of 
races in Canada. Its main objective is that of improving the sport of 
horse racing in Canada. The First Annual Convention of the Association 
was held in Toronto in December, 1965. Racing Commissions are not 
eligible for membership in the Association, but they were invited to 
be represented at the Convention. This Commission had a representative 
in attendance, as it was felt that many items on the agenda for dis- 
cussion were of interest and would further the future work and scope of 


the Commission. 


15. COMMUNITY RACE MEETINGS 


Once again, the Commission Licensed three Community organiz- 


ations to conduct race meetings with pari-mutuel wagering during the 1965 
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racing season. They are well established and popular events and command 
considerable public approval and support. The Commission feels that 
they serve a useful purpose in the community and should be continued. 
At the same time, the Commission is not unmindful of the need for public 
protection and that those it Licenses to conduct a race meeting must put 
forth efforts to provide and maintain a minimum standard of facilities, 
equipment, personnel and services which are fair and reasonable in 
keeping with the nature and resources of the meeting. With this in mind, 
the Commission was represented at the meetings at Lake McGregor and 
Stettler by Mr. H. E. Patten. Mr. Patten acted as Commission Steward and 
his presence and services contributed to the better conduct of the 


meetings and were appreciated by those responsible for the meetings. 


160. HORSE TATTOOING 

All Thoroughbred horses racing in Alberta are tattooed for 
identification purposes. 

The Canadian Trotting Association commenced a programme of 
Harness horse tattooing in Alberta for similar identification purposes. 
At the close of the 1965 racing season approximately fifty percent of 
the Harness horses racing in Alberta were tattooed. The Commission has 
received assurance from the Canadian Trotting Association that the 
programme will be pursued with vigour in 1966. The objective is to have 
all Harness horses tattooed by the close of the 1966 racing season and 
provision made for continued complete coverage after that date. 

The Commission considers that horse tattooing for identi- 
fication purposes to be in the best interests of both the racing industry 


and the general public. 


17. RACE ASSOCIATION AND RACE MEETINGS 
Members of the Commission continued their visits to all race 


meetings to observe the conduct of racing. Their attendance at the 
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meetings also included inspections of the facilities, equipment, 
personnel and services being provided and used by race track operators. 
The Commission continues to make recommendations, suggestions and requests 
for changes, additions and improvements which it considers to be either 
desirable or essential in the public good. It is gratified to be able 
to report once again that ain every instance, the representations it has 
made have met with favorable response and requests made have either been 
fulfilled, or are in the process of fulfilment. Members of the Comm- 
ission were also available throughout the year for consultation with 
racing Association Ufficials and all others, whether directly connected 
with, or interested in some phase of racing in Alberta. The place of 
the Commission becomes more appreciated as it becomes better understood 
and the responsibilities it has to fulfil under the Alberta Racing 


Commission Act become better known.
